1. This memorandum is for your information only. 


2. At the request of the Executive Secretary of the 
United States Communications Security Board CIA will host 
the next Board meeting which is scheduled for 28 November 
1972. Attached is the current Membership Roster for the 
USCSB. Note that Lt. General Gordon T. Gould, Jr., of DCA 
and Mr. Harold S. Trimmer, Jr., of General Services Adminis - 
tration have been added. Normally each principal on the 
list attends, plus Dr. Tordella from NSA in his Capacity as 
the Senior Advisor to the Board for matters requiring long- 
term continuity.

5. As I discussed with you recently, we might ask the 
DCI if he would like to host the luncheon session. We have 
several options on luncheon arrangements.

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"bleacher boys" in the Rendezvous Room nee 25X1 
hosting. Also, the USIB Conference Room wou certainly 
be preferable to the 1A-07 (or similar) location.
